Glenda Cooper, 
appointed Director of 
Alumni Affairs and Com¬ 
munity Relations for LSUS 
in 1998, was given the 
position of associate vice 
chancellor of development 
in November of 1999. 

The $40,000 year 
assoc, vice chancellor posi¬ 
tion was created as a pro¬ 
motion for Cooper and was 
filled without a search of 
any kind. 

“There wasn’t a search. 
The position was created 
as a promotion, an expan¬ 
sion of her duties.” said 
Martin Albritton, vice 
chancellor of alumni 
affairs. 

The search criteria is 
generally mandated by the 
state to fulfill equal oppor¬ 
tunity employer require¬ 
ments. 

When asked about the 
search requirements. Dr. 
Linda Martin, professor of 
communications, said, “If 
there had been a search of 
some kind, I would have 
considered applying. It is 
in my field, and at the 
school I love.” 

Cooper, who was hired 
originally after an arduous 
search, will have additional 
duties as well as continu¬ 


ing to oversee the Alumni 
Affairs and Community 
Relations. Cooper will also 
organize activities to utilize 
the importance of LSUS in 
the community, both eco¬ 
nomically and culturally. 

With a 
bachelor’s 
degree in 
secondary 
education 
from LSU 
Baton 
Rouge, 

Cooper 
was 

among the 

“first class” to graduate 
from LSU Shreveport with 
a Liberal Arts Master’s 
degree in 1985. 

The Endowment Foun¬ 
dation that gives out stu¬ 
dent scholarships is cur¬ 
rently estimated at 
$65,000. Each semester 
four percent of the total 
money is used to issue stu¬ 
dent scholarships, last 
semester six students were 
given scholarships. The 
foundation’s total has 
remained the same for 
approximately the last 32 
years. Cooper says she 
would like to find ways to 
increase the total fund so 
more money can be used 
for the students. 

Other goals Cooper has 
are to better organize and 
recognize the 32 years of 


Alumni, give attention to 
the American Studies Pro¬ 
gram, and continue the 
growth of the university as 
a whole. 

Cooper says it is 
“rewarding to find (LSUS) 
Alumni everywhere in 
the community.” 
Cooper also believes 
there should be more 
recognition given to 
the faces and voices 
of those who are 
LSUS Alumni. 

Albritton says 
Cooper’s position 
benefits LSUS due to 
her extensive experience in 
the community and cou¬ 
pled with her knowledge of 
the programs she directs. 

Cooper’s credentials 
include serving on the 
Board of directors of the 
Louisiana Endowment for 
the Humanities from 1989- 
2000, serving as its chair 
from 1996- 1998. Cooper 
has served on the chancel¬ 
lor’s Advisory Committee 
since 1989 and served as 
president/ chair of KDAQ 
Public Radio, located on 
campus.

At last week’s Stu¬ 
dent Government Asso¬ 
ciation (SGA) meeting, a 
proposal was nearly 
unanimously approved 
to attempt to extend the 
hours of operation at 
LSUS Noel Memorial 
Library. The proposal 
still has to be accepted 
by the library due to 
budgetary issues. 


If approved, the pro¬ 
posal would extend the 
library’s hours of opera¬ 
tion by more than 17 
hours a week. The 
changes would be as fol¬ 
lows: 7:30 am-10:00 
p.m. on Fridays, 1:00 
p.m.-10:00 p.m. on Sat¬ 
urdays, and 1:00 p.m.- 
12:00 am on Sundays. 
The library is currently 
open to 4:30 p.m. on Fri¬ 
days and to 5:00 p.m. on 
weekends. The SGA 
also proposes that the 
library be open 24 hours 
a day during the week of 
final exams. 

While it is still too 


early to tell if the pro¬ 
posal will be accepted, 
SGA Senator Jason 
Penry feels that an 
extension of library 
hours would be benefi¬ 
cial for LSUS students. 
“This is an opportunity 
for all our students to 
study at anytime during 
Finals Week,” Penry 
said. “It would allow 
students to better accom¬ 
modate their schedules.” 
The library currently 
does not extend its hours 
of operation during the 
week of final exams.

Chemical-creativity link may be folklore 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle gave us a body 
of riveting stories about Sherlock Holmes, 
detective, master of deductive reasoning— 
and drug addict. As ‘The Sign of Four” 
opens. Holmes punctures his arm with a 
hypodermic needle and savors a seven 
percent solution of cocaine. His partner. Dr. 
Watson, scolds him. Holmes admits that 
the drug could damage his health but adds 
that cocaine is “so transccndentally stim¬ 
ulating and clarifying that its secondary 
action is a matter of small moment.” 

People in real life have made a similar 
claim—that alcohol or other drugs stimu¬ 
late creativity. On the surface, this idea 
seems to ring true. The list of creative 
people who abused alcohol or other drugs 
is long. Among writers it includes Sinclair 
Lewis, Jack London, Thomas Wolfe, 
Truman Capote, F. Scott Fitzgerald, 
Eugene O’Neill, Hart Crane, John 
Chcever, John Berryman and William 
Faulkner. You can add numerous painters, 
musicians and other artists to that list 

Faulkner captured his fondness for 
alcohol when he remarked that “civiliza¬ 
tion begins with distillation.” Fitzgerald 
said, “Drink heightens feeling. When I 
drink, it heightens my emotions and I put 
it in a story. My stories written when sober 
are stupid... all reasoned out, not felt.” 

Behind such comments is a theory 
about the nature of creativity. According to 
this theory, creativity is the ability to see 
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ordinary things in an extraordinary way. 
Chemical use leads to altered stales of con¬ 
sciousness and helps the artist look at 
everyday life with fresh eyes. “When you 
work hard all day with your head and know 
you must work again the next day,” wrote 
Ernest Hemingway, “what else can change 
your ideas and make them run on a dif¬ 
ferent plane like whiskey?” 

Alcohol and drugs are often part of an 
artist's working routine. Faulkner wrote 
with a bottle of whiskey in reach. Poet 
Stephen Spender admitted that he drank 
endless cups of coffee when writing and 
sometimes wanted to smoke two or three 
cigarettes at once. 

There’s no disputing the genius of writers 
such as Hemingway, Fitzgerald and others. 
However, in all probability, great artists 
create great works in spite of. not because 
of, their heavy use of alcohol. This con¬ 
clusion is supported by empirical evidence, 
including a study led by Ernest Noble and 
associates from the Alcohol Research 
Center at the University of California, Los 
Angeles (“Creativity in Alcoholic and 


Nonalcoholic Families,” published in the 
journal Alcohol, Vol 10, pp 317-322,1993). 

Noble’s study found that, based on a 
battery of creativity tests, alcoholic fathers 
and sons had generally lower creativity 
scores than nonalcoholic fathers and sons. 
The alcoholic fathers and sons scored sig¬ 
nificantly lower on most of the personal¬ 
ity questionnaires, which have been found 
to be reasonably valid measures of cre¬ 
ativity. 

The most consistent conclusion to be 
drawn from Noble’s research and other 
studies examining the creativity-chemical 
link is summed up best in Noble’s study: 
“Whereas creative people may sometimes 
be alcoholic, alcoholics are seldom cre¬ 
ative.” 

In the “The Thirsty Muse: Alcohol and 
the American Writer” (Ticknor and Fields, 
1989), author Tom Dardis pokes holes at 
the creativity-chemical link. In his book, 
Dardis, a professor of English, reviews 
the work and lives of Hemingway, 
Faulkner, Fitzgerald and O’Neill. All were 
alcoholic. He suggests that addiction may 
have diminished the creativity of several 
writers from this group later in life. 

Dardis argues that Hemingway’s most 
notable writing ended during his 41st year 
with “For Whom the Bell Tolls.” And 
after the publication of “Go Down, Moses” 
when he was 44, Faulkner’s work declined 

Often artists return to the work they did 


while intoxicated and end up disappointed. 
Even Fitzgerald regretted that he wrote 
the second half of ‘Tender Is the Night” 
while drinking. 

In many cases, alcoholism and other 
drug use probably contributed to circum¬ 
stances that ended the lives of artists. 
Hemingway committed suicide. So did 
London, Crane and Berryman. 

Even if we agree with the theory that 
some chemical use promotes creativity, 
there is no proof that addiction does so. 
In addiction we find a formula for creative 
burnout, rather than creative inspiration. 

Among the writers Dardis studied, 
O’Neill was the only one to choose the 
path of recovery. When he turned 38, the 
playwright decided that alcoholism would 
devour his writing talent and lead to suicide 
or insanity. He stopped drinking. During his 
years of sobriety he produced two classics 
of American drama: ‘The Iceman Cometh” 
and “Long Day’s Journey Into Night.”

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NTE requirements are changing

Louisiana state require¬ 
ments for the National 
Teachers Exam(NTE) have 
changed. LSUS will have 
reviews of all major 
required areas of the exam 
in three sections, beginning 
Feb. 12 through 26, in 
Bronson Hall 207. 

Effective Sep. 1, 1999, 
Louisiana made changes to 
the NTE. The NTE has 
been replaced with the 
Praxis Series, which is now 
the certification require¬ 
ment. 

“A lot of people aren’t 
aware that Louisiana has 


these requirements”, said 
Barbara Williford, director 
of non-credit programs. 
Those who have already 
taken the NTE will not 
need to re-certify, and up to 
a grace period, scores prior 
to Sep. 1 will be converted 
to the Praxis. 

The new Praxis will 
have twenty specialty areas 
to score instead of eighteen 
areas on the NTE. Only fif¬ 
teen areas will be required 
for certification. The fol¬ 
lowing five areas will not 
be requirements: Agricul¬ 
ture, Art Education, Indus- 
tiial Art Education, Special 
Education, and Speech 
Communication. The new 
areas on the Praxis are: 
Administration and Super¬ 
vision, Art Education, Spe¬ 
cial Education and Indus¬ 
trial Art Education. Special 
Education will replace the 


old NTE area. Education of 
the Mentally Retarded, and 
Industrial Art Education 
will replace the old NTE 
area. Media Specialist. 

Applicants can enroll 
for all or individual 
sections. The fee is 
$395 for all sec¬ 
tions, including 
materials($170 full 
day, plus one-time 
$70 materials fee, 
or $85 half-day, 
plus one-time $70 
materials fee). The 
scheduled sections 
are Feb. 12,19 and 
26. The times are 
8-5pm. The areas 
covered are read¬ 
ing, writing, math 
and PLTfPrinciple 
of Learning). Stu¬ 
dents taking the 
exam will be 
required to take 


these areas in addition to 
the specialty areas.
